tradition  of  the  old  posting  days  still  lingers 
iu  Marlborough.  Iu  17<i7,  the  y  >ar  before  the 
great  Earl  of  Chatham,  stricken  down  by  age 
and  infirmilie resigned  his  pbi'-e  iu  the 
Cabinet,  the  great  orator,  seized  with  gout  on 
the  road  to  London,  was  compelled  to  remain 
at  the  Castle  Lin,  at  Marlboiough.  Wilkes 
tells  us  of  his  eagle  eye,  the  fascination  of  bis 
glance,  and  the  unquenchable  lira  in  his 
flowing  words  The  haughty  and  imperious 
old  statesman  remained  shut  up  in  his  room 
here  for  many  weeks,  and  we  picture  to  our- 
selves the  proud  old  man,  with  the  attributes 
Wilkes  describes,  terribly  testy  at  the  delay, 
and  chafing  at  the  vexatious  disease,  and  the 
fuss  of  over-servile  landlords  and  over  zealous 
country  Ollapods.  Although  so  proud  that 
he  never  transacted  business  but  in  grand 
official  costume,  it  was  not  the  first  time  the 
Earl  bad  given  audience  in  bed.  During 
this  visit,  which  niHst  have  set  Marlborough 
talking,  every  body  that  traveled  on  the  great 
west  road  was  astonished  to  find  the  town 
overflowing  with  footmen  and  grooms  in  the 
Earl's  livery.  What  a  retinue'  It  was  fit 
for  a  King.  The  fact  was,  it  wa::  only  a  trick 
of  the  old  proud  Earl,  who  insisted  that  dur- 
ing bis  stay  every  waiter,  stable  boy,  and  odd 
man  at  Use  Castle  Inn,  anovltj  wear  his  livery. 
-All  The  Vear  Rotmd. 

Gakrii  k. — The  anecdotes  of  Garrick  con- 
vince ii h  of  his  genius  more  forcibly  than  do 
even  the  traditions  of  hisacting.  At  friends' 
tables  he  would  sometimes  do  what  he  called 
his  "rounds"  striking  i'very  cord  of  passion, 
touching  every  note  from  despair  to  ecstasy. 
His  two  favorite  imitations  were  extraordi- 
nary ;  the  one  was  that  of  a  man  who,  playing 
with  his  child  at  awindow,  lets  it  accidentally 
fall.  Gsrrick  used  to  give  Ihe  grief  and  final 
madness  of  the  man.  a  moment  before  so 
happy,  till  there  was  n  it  a  dry  eye  in  the 
room.  The  second  imitation  wa%  that  of  a 
pastry  cook's  boy,  who  accidentally  drops  his 
tray  of  tarts  in  the  gutter  His  face  in  this 
expressed  an  extraordinary  transition  from 
stupid  surprise  to  terror  and  hopeless  grief. 
He  challenged  Preville,  the  French  actor,  to 
see  which  could  imitate  bent  a  drunken  man 
on  horse  back.  Previile  was  eventually  pro- 
nounced not  to  be  drunk  enough  in  the  legs 
The  stories  of  Garrick  are  innnmernble.  He 
is  said  to  have  frightened  a  foot-man  who  had 
murdered  his  master,  by  assuming  the  face  of 
the  murdered  man.  Garrick  is  reported  to 
have  sat  to  Hogarth  for  a  portrait  of  Fielding, 
whose  features  he  imitated  from  memory. — 
Belgraoia  for  February. 

DmnMl  the  last  illness  of  the  pugilist  Aaron 
Jones,  he  stated,  that  he  had  been  poisoned 
some  twenty-one  weeks  before,  and  requested 
that  his  liody  should  be  opened  and  examined 
after  his  death.  He  had  dropsy,  and  hemor- 
rhage, and  his  feet,  legs  and  stomach  were 
very  much  swollen.  Two  days  oefore  he  died, 
he  had  smothering  spells,  and  did  not  seem 
to  realize  his  condirrnrrtrntil  the  day  he  died. 
On  Tuesday  moiniug,  as  he  was  sitting  in  his 
chair,  he  clasped  Mr.  OsLrunder's  hand  and 
cried,  "0,  Jim!  My  God  I  I'm  gouel"  lie 
sent  for  Mrs.  Ostrander,  and  requested  her  t" 
write  to  his  wife.  Writing  materials  were 
brought,  but  it  was  some  time  before  he  could 
speak.  When  asked  for  ins  wile's  address,  he 
could  scarcely  gat  breath  to  gasp,  "  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,"  the  place  of  her  resi- 
dence. Five  minutes  later  he  was  attacked 
with  a  hemorrhage,  and  fell  from  his  chair, 
dead,  his  face  to  the  floor.  His  body  was 
opened  by  surgeons  after  his  death.  The  liver 
was  found  to  be  entirely  eaten  up,  and  the 
lungs  much  diseased.  The  body  was  interred 
on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Ostrauder. 


Kuthnologists  do  not  assert  that  the  present 
inhabitants  of  Greece,  amounting  to  some 
thing  less  than  a  million  and  a  half,  are  the 
lineal  descendants  of  those  who  built  the 
Parthenon  and  met.  upon  the  I'nyx.  There 
are  many  persons,  doubtless,  of  pure  (ireek 
origin;  but  in  the  progress  of  time  the  ad- 
mixture of  Albanians  and  of  all  the  peoples  of 
the  Levant  has  given  to  the  Greek  race  much 
new  blood.  Very  obviously  the  Greeks  of 
today  retain  many  of  the  characteristics 
which  distinguished  the  ancient  possessors  of 
their  name  In  the  first  place,  as  always,  the 
geological  formation  of  the  country  isolates 
the  population  into  divisions,  having  feeble 
sympathies  and  imperfect  communication 
compared  with  those  which  connect  the  peo- 
ple of  more  level  countries.  Greece  contains 
many  fertile  plains  divided  one  from  another 
by  stony  mountains,  the  higher  ranges  admit- 
ting of  no  cultivation,  and  affording  no  herb- 
age. Each  plain  is  the  seat  of  a  community, 
having  generally  only  rugged  and  difficult 
communication  with  the  next.  The  forma- 
tion of  the  country  makes  the  task  of  govern- 
ment more  diflicult,  and  is,  without  question, 
one  of  the  prime  causes  of  the  inextinguish- 
able love  of  liberty  which  has  always  been 
characteristic  of  the  Greek  people.  The 
level  of  a  country  materially  affects  its  cli- 
mate, which  again  accounts  for  the  disposi- 
tion aud  habits  of  the  people.  The  high  laud 
of  Greece,  often  snow  covered — as  it  is  while 
I  write,  during  the  last  week  of  March  — 
freezes  the  winds  ranging  northward,  and 
exposes  the  people  to  great  variations  of  the 
temperature.  Sometimes  the  wind  is  plowing 
with  icy  breath  when  the  sun  is  pouring  down 
a  perspiring  heat.  These  inequalities  of  cli- 
mate appear  in  the  physical  constitution  of 
the  Greek  people.  They  are  not  hardy  ;  their 
courage  is  flashy,  not  long-suffering  ;  they  are 
excitable,  but  their  passions  are  not  their 
master,  as  it  is  with  the  Neapolitan  or  the 
Andalusian;  the  cold  wiuds,  which  have 
taught  them  care  of  their  body  till  the  city- 
people  seem  effeminate  in  their  dread  of  low 
temperature,  have  also  affected  their  mental 
constitution  They  love  ease,  not  as  the 
Arab  dees,  scorning  labor  of  all  kind,  prefer- 
ring, above  all  things,  to  lie  in  the  sun  cover- 
ed with  this  bonrnous— not  in  the  boorish 
fashion  of  the  Dutch,  or  the  lowest  class  of 
English—  but  such  ease  as  the  Puritan  aris- 
tocracy of  Sparta  had,  who  left  all  but  war 
and  learning  to  their  Helots,  and  such  as  the 
Ii,  -men  ul  Athens  enjoyed  in  the  time  of 
Pericles.  In  all  this  they  resemble  the 
Greeks  of  old  :  there  is  just  the  same  division 
between  "pagans'"  aud  citizens— those  who 
till  the  soil  and  those  who  eat  its  produce  in 
the  city— that  there  was  formerly.  A  modem 
citizen  of  Athens  has  rarely  any  knowledge 
of  agriculture,  and,  indeed,  would  disifain 
each  acquaintance.  The  leading  idea  of  the 
ruling  and  political  class  is  vaguely  connected 
with  the  resuscitation  of  the  Byzantine  Em- 
pire, the  union  of  all  the  Greeks  under  one 
governmental  Constantinople  or  Athens; 
that  of  the  laboring  or  productive  class  is 
simply— how  to  pay  their  way.  There  are  no 
rich,  and  the  country  is  not  one  to  which 
capital  is  easily  drawn.  —  Frpm  the  fccar.t,

Jam,  M 
Quinn,  well  kin»wn  to  San  Franciscan-., 
probably  the  most  celebrated,  because  there 
is  a  bit  of  romance  attached  to  his  history 
It  is  briefly  this:  After  an  altscnce  of  twenty 
years,  iu  Mexico  and  California,  ho  returned 
to  Charleston, his  native  idace,  and  there  found 
his  father  and  mother  deceased  ,  but  an  old 
and  faithful  negro  woman,  his  nurs<>  when  a 
child,  had  been  intrusted  by  his  mother,  be- 
fore her  death,  with  the  custody  of  a  box,  to 
be  delivered  to  her  son  James  should  he  ever 
return.  Upon  his  arrival  in  Charleston,  about 
two  years  since",  the  old  negress,  learning  of 
him,  sought  him  out  and  delivered  the  box 
which  she  had  so  long  and  faithfully  preserved, 
and,  upon  examination  of  the  contents,  it 
was  found  to  contain  papers,  documents,  and 
correspondence  establishing  clearly  his  right 
to  a  large  estate  in  Ireland,  and  to  the  title  of 
Earl  of  Dunraven.  He  immediately  piaced 
his  papers  iu  the  hands  of  Hughes,  Denver  A 
Peck,  a  law  firm  of  this  city,  and  Mr.  Hughes 
and  Mr  Quinn  will  leave  for  Ireland  soon  to 
take  possession  of  the  latter's  estate.  Who 
among  his  friends  in  San  Francisco,  can  fully 
realize  that  Jim  Quinn.  that  used  to  be,  is 
now  and  was  the  Earl  of  Dunraven? 

On  this  hint  the  Timts  speaks  of  Mr.  Quinn 
as  follows : 

The  strange  freak  of  fortune  narrated  in 
our  Washington  correspondence  brings  to  the 
memory  of  many  an  old  Californian  the 
lucky  hombre  who,  after  long  years  of  the 
vicissitudes  of  life  on  the  Pacific  coast,  has 
turned  up  the  heir  to  the  Ear!  of  Dunraven 
and  the  master  of  a  splendid  estate  ;  the  peer 
of  the  landed  gentry  of  Ireland,  and  an  im- 
portant accession  to  the  brilliant  circles  of 
Hibernian  uobility.  James  M  Quinn  is  a  na- 
tive of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  of 
Irish  ancestry.  He  came  to  California  in 
early  days,  and  was  particularly  known  as 
proprietor  of  the  "  Willows,"  a  favorite  re- 
sort afterward  absorbed  in  the  rush  of  events. 
Failing  in  that,  he  went  to  Portland,  Oregon, 
opened  a  public  bona*,  made  another  failure 
of  it,  returned  lo  San  Francisco  and  put  nut 
his  shingle  on  Clny  street,  at  a  saloon  called 
the  "  Esmeralda."  Mr.  Quinn  was  quite  a 
character  iu  his  way  He  generally  attended 
the  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  was  noted 
for  his  scrupulous  nicety  in  costume,  and  a 
certain  reserved  distant  manner,  which,  while 
it  did  not  tend  to  increase  the  number  of  his 
casual  friends,  conveyed  the  idea  that  under 
his  waistcoat  beat  a  "  noble"  heart,  and  that 
he  entertained  a  high  estimate  nnd  lively  ap- 
preciation of  Mr  Quinn  personally,  and  that 
sooner  or  later  he  would  figure  in  some 
brighter  and  loftier  sphere  About,  three 
years  ago,  'becoming  convinced  that  San 
Francisco  was  no  longer  the  adventurer  s 
elysium  that  it  had  been  in  thv  more  primi- 
tive days  of  El  Dorado,  and  being  troubled, 
withal,  by  a  chronic  iropeconiosity  —  unfor- 
tunately too  frequent  among  "  torty-ni tiers'' 
— Mr.  Quinn  went  to  New  York,  found  his  way 
thence  to  his  Southern  birthplace,  and  there 
learned  the  agreeable  fact  that  he  was  an  Earl 
and  a  rich  man. 

No  doubt  the  new-made  noblemtn  will  sup- 
port his  honors  with  due  dignity,  and  with 
now  and  then  a  pleasant  reminiscence  of  his 
political  experiences  at.  Sacramento,  and  a 
glance  generally  at  the  plebeian  life  on  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific.

We  have  been  an  ardent  friend  of  the  road 
alwayt,  and  arc  still  so;  and  because  we  arc 
a  friend  of  the  road,  we  object  to  the  prop  - 
tion  now  suggested.  What  is  it?  It  is,  in 
effect,  to  pledge  the  taxable  property  of  Bour- 
bon  county  for  the  payment  of  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  #200.000  and  interest  thereon  at 
the  high  and  usurious  rate  of  eight  per  <  i 
per  annum  .  thus  paying  each  year  $10,000 
interest,  or  $1,000  more  each  year  on  the 
$200,000  than  we  have  heretofore  pai  I 
fiaO.OOO  of  bonds.  At  this  rate  we  will  pay 
$200,000  of  interest  in  twlre  years  and  a  half, 
and  yet  leave  the  principal  wholly  unpaid  as 
an  oppressive  incubus  upon  ourselves  and 
oar  ehiUiwn  ,  and  at  the  end  of  thirty  years 
WO  will  have  paid  $480,000  of  interest,  and  the 
principal  still  left  unpaid 

The  extraordinary  condition  is  annexed 
that  the  interest  on  the  bonds  shall  not  to 
paid  in  New  York,  or  any  of  the  great  asaatm 
of  commerce  and  capital,  but  in  Pans,  K:i 
This  is  truly  a  rich  financial  proposition,  and 
would  Strike  with  wonder  and  amazement  the 
financiers  of  the  world.  Its  novelty  is  re- 
freshing. It  has  been  the  custom,  invariably, 
as  far  as  we  know,  to  make  interest  on  S 
Load*  and  corporation  bonds  thrown  upon 
the  market,  payable  in  New  York  or  some 
great  money  centre,  for  the  obvious  reason 
that  money  is  worth  more  there  than  else- 
where. Hence  exchange  is  in  favor  of  these 
points ;  hence  we  pay  a  premium  for  exchange 
on  these  points.  Exchange  is  always  in  favor 
of  New  York,  which  means  that  money  is 
worth  more  in  New  York  than  here  The 
true  policy  is,  to  sell  the  bonds  where  money 
is  abuadant  and  is  seeking  permanent  and 
safe  investment  Capitalists  at  these  centres 
would  not  buy  bonds  with  the  interest  p:iy:i 
able  ia  Paris.  Tl.ey  do  not  want  their  money 
here.  It  might,  indeed,  suit  a  few  wealthy 
men  here,  who  assy  wish  to  absorb  the  bonds 
mt  a  ruinous  discount,  to  have  them  sold  at 
this  disadvantage.  The  cheaper  the  bonds 
sell  taw  better  for  the  buyers;  yet  it  is  pro- 
posed to  sell  them  at  whatever  they  will  bring. 
For  ourselves,  if  they  are  to  be  sold  at  all,  we 
would  never  consent  to  sell  our  bonds  bearing 
such  an  interest  for  one  cent  below  par.  This 
ought  to  be  provided  for  by  the  law  under 
which  they  are  to  b-  issued  :  but  this  is  not 
proposed  to  be  done 

But  if  bonds  are  issued  they  ought  not  to 
bear  more  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
Bourbon  is  a  very  wealthy  county,  with  un- 
reputation,  having  always  met  hrr 
promptly.  Her  bonds  at  six  per  cent 
will  be  a  very  desirable  investment;  and  her 
bands  already  out.  cannot  be  bought  for  less 
than  ninety  per  cent  ,  and  are  gradually  being 
bought  in  that  price;  and  as  high  as  ninety 
par  cent  kas  been  pai  j. 

We  however  do  not  favor  the  issuing  of 
bonds  at  all,  but  the  payment  of  subscription 
by  a  tax  collected  in  two  or  three  years,  and 
giving  to  the  tax  payers  stock  in  the  road 
dollar  for  dollar. 

But  it  is  proposed  to  couple  with  this  prop- 
osition bonds  for  $200,000  for  a  railroad  to 
Richmond,  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
the  county  "jointly,  thus  making  our  bonds 
•400.000,  and  an  annual  interest  of  $32,000 
payable  semi-annually.  This  latter  $200,000 
to  a  road  which  has  not  l»een  surveyed,  and 
oa  which  no  estimates  have  been  made.  This 
road  will  cost  at  least  $1,500,000  No  stock 
has  yat  been  subscribed  to  it,  aud  we  believe 
no  corporation  is  in  existence  for  making  it.

made;"  thus  giving  to  the  county  court  the 
power  now.  or  at  auy  future  period,  to  issue 
the  bonds  whenever  they  shall  choose  to  do  so 
upon  the  terms  stated.  We  deem  such  s 
proposition  intolerable.  We  certainly  would 
not  give  this  pawer  over  the  property  and 
people  of  the  county  to  auy  tribunal,  much 
leas  to  one  in  its  nature  so  liable  to  change. 
We  may  have  a  court  now  entirely  worthy  of 
confidence,  but  five  or  ten,  or  twenty  years 
hence  (for  there  is  no  limit;  it  may  be  very 
different  Such  a  power  ought  not  to  be  con- 
ferred on  any  tribunal. 

It  is  proposed  to  use  the  money  thus  raised 
for  the  Hajari  lie  road  in  making  a  road  con- 
necting at  Paris  and  running  towards  Carlisle. 
The  money  will  not  make,  even  if  the  bonds 
should  be  sold  at  par,  more  than  eight  mil.  s 
of  road,  thus  leaving  a  breach  of  eight  or  ten 
am  las.

Brent,  of  Paris;  W.  B.  Kinkead,  of  Walnut 
Hill;  O.  Beatty,  ot  Danville,  and  T.  T.  Al- 
exander, of  Columbia,  were  appointed  a  com 
mittee. 

The  committee  retired,  and  after  consider- 
able time  spent  in  consultation,  reported  to 
the  Convention  a  Memorial  to  the  General 
Assembly,  and  au  adJress  to  the  Presbyte 
rian  peoplp  of  Kentuckj*,  with  a  statement 
that  the  committee  had  not  perfected  these 
paper:-,  and  asked  further  time.  After  some 
aTeeuasion  the  papers  were  recommitted  to 
the  Committee,  with  instructions  to  report  at 
half  past  seven  o'clock,  P.  M.,  to  whiA  the 
Committee  adjourned. 

At  half  past  seven  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  Con 
vention  was  called  to  order  by  the  chairman, 
and  engaged  in  devotional  exercises.  The 
Committee  of  five  to  prepare  the  business  for 
consideration  of  the  Convention,  returned 
and  submitted  an  address  to  the  Presbyterian 
people  of  Kentucky,  and  a  memorial  to  the 
General  Assembly,  which,  after  discussion, 
were  adopted,  and  are  as  follows : 

ADDRESS. 

7b  the  Presbyterian  People  of  Kentucky  .- 

A  few  of  your  brethren,  idling  elders,  and 
laymen,  assembled  in  convention  in  the  city 
of  Lexington,  this  L'lth  of  February,  18C9,  in 
obedience  to  a  public  invitation  to  meet  and 
consult  about  the  welfare  of  our  beloved 
Church  in  this  State,  address  to  you  this  let- 
ter explaining  the  reasons  for  our  assembling 
and  also  the  conclusions  at  which  we  have 
arrived. 

We  came  to  this  place,  because  we  love  the 
Church  of  our  fathers,  and  wc  address  you, 
because  we  know  that  you  mourn  with  us  over 
her  desolations.  The  evils  which  have  arisen 
from  our  division  seem  to  us  to  he  almost  in- 
tolerable. We  do  not  kuow  a  single  congre- 
gation in  all  our  borders  where  differences  of 
opinion  have  not  been  generated  in  the  last 
tow  sad  years;  and  in  many  of  them,  these 
clilTercnces  have  resulted  in  the  actual  'li vi- 
sion in  the  church  and  in  the  separation  of 
life-long  brethren  and  friends.  Our  institu- 
tions of  learning  have  been  paralyzed  and 
the  fountains  of  knowledge  dried  up,  streams 
which  were  supplied  by  the  tears  and  prayers 
and  self-denial  of  our  fathers,  many  or  whom 
arc  gone  to  their  rest :  and  although  Jehovah 
has  not  utterly  forsaken  His  people,  we  have 
to  weep  over  divided  households,  mnawi  con- 
gregations, and  barren  ordinances. 

None  of  you  have  been  indifferent  to  the 
great  division  which  arose  aMC  after  the  com- 
menenoaent  of  the  civil  strife,  and  which  has 
culminated  in  the  formal  and  entire  separa- 
tion of  the  great  body  of  Old  School  Presby- 
terians into  two  assemblies.  The  time  has 
probably  not  yet  come  to  set  on  foot  any  spe- 
cific plan  looking  to  the  re  uniting  of  these 
large  bodies  of  our  brethren  ;  and  it.  would 
ill  become  us  to  presume  to  counsel  others  so 
lang  :n  we  have  not  found  the  wisdom  that 
can  heal  oar  own  divisions.  We  would  fain 
hope  that  the  time  has  come  to  re-unite  the 
Presbyterian  people  of  Kentucky;  and  if 
success  -hall  follow  their  in?asuros  we  shall 
be  encouraged,  we  will  be  encouraged  to  hope 
and  to  pray  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church 
will  bless  further  efforts,  even  to  the  restora- 
tion of  our  whole  church  to  its  former  unity, 
peace,  and  power.  For,  notwithstanding  all 
which  has  occurred  in  the  past  few  years,  wc 
have  an  abiding  confidence  that  the  great 
body  of  our  ministers  and  of  our  people  in 
all  part3  of  our  country  still  hold  firm  the 
great  doctrines  of  faith  and  principles  of 
Church  order  set  forth  in  our  confession  of 
faith,  catechisms,  and  form  of  Government. 
Whilst,  then,  we  may  not  see  the  way  to  se- 
cure, at  once,  all  that  our  hearts  desire,  let 
us  set  our  own  house  in  order,  and  use  every 
suitable  means  calculated  to  re-unite  the 
churches  in  our  own  State 

We  feel  that  we  are  treading  on  safe  ground 
when  we  recommend  to  you  to  "  seek  those 
tiling-  that  make  for  peace,  and  things  where 
by  one  may  edify  another.''  Surely,  surely  it 
is  the  will  of  our  Father  that  we  all  should  be 
one  ;  that  where  there  is  now  discord  amongst 
brethren  there  should  be  harmony ;  that 
brethren  should  love  one  another.  And  if 
there  may  not  be  organic  union,  there  must 
be  unity  of  desire  for  His  glory,  for  upbuild- 
ing of  His  Kingdom,  and  the  revival  and 
abounding  of  his  precious  work  of  grace  iu 
the  hearts  of  His  children.  To  this  end,  "  let 
us  put  away  all  bitterness  and  anger,  and 
evil  speaking  with  all  malice,  and  be  kind  to 
one  another,  forgiving  one  another,  even  as 
God  Em  <  "nrisi  s  sake  hath  forgiven  us." 

Trusting  that  we  are  not  mistaken  as  to  the 
desire  of  our  brethren,  that  some  steps  should 
be  taken  with  a  view  to  the  reuuion  of  Pres- 
byterians in  Kentucky,  we  have  adopted  a 
memorial  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  iu  the  United  States  ..( 
America,  published  herewith,  to  which  wo 
invite  your  careful  and  prayerful  considera- 
tion. Ami  wo  request  all  our  church  courts 
and  all  our  people  who  may  agree  with  us  in 
the  object  of  the  memorial  to  express  their 
sympathy  in  this  movement,  and  express  the 
same  to  the  General  Assembly  iu  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  deemed  suitable  and  proper. 

No  plan  has  been  suggested  to  us  which  is 
free  from  all  objection  ;  the  one  which  we 
have  embodied  in  memorial  seems  to  us  to  be 
most  free  from  difficulties  and  best  calculated 
fq  promote  the  re-union  of  our  Kentucky 
churches.    It  contemplates  a  practical  return

The  measures  proposed  in  this  memorial 
for  your  adoption,  we  believe  to  be  reasonable 
and  altogether  proper,  and  that  they  will,  if 
adopted  by  the  A  ^senibly,  go  far  toward  the  re 
<toration  of  pence  nnd  unity  of  our  churches 
in  Kentucky;  and,  also,  may  be  the  means 
of  re-fptablisbing  the  Presbyterian  Church 
South  in  its  ecclesiastical  relations—  a  con- 
summation in  which  we,  and  we  doubt  [not 
the  whole  Presbyterian  Church,  would  greatly 
rejoice.  The  propositions  which  we  re 
speetfully  submit  for  your  consideration  are 
as  follows  : 

"  1.  In  as  much  as,  whether  right  or  wrong 
originally,  the  occasion  for  tho  order  knowc. 
as  the  Pittsburg  Order,  adopted  at  the  meet 
ing  of  tho  General  Assembly  in  the  year  IBgft, 
and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  that  year  on 
page  — ,  having  passed  away,  we  re  p.M  t 
fully  suggest  such  a  rescinding  or  modifica- 
tion of  this  Order  as  will  satisfy  the  minds  of 
brethren  who  feel  aggrieved  bj'  it. 

"2.  Inasmuch  as  many  good  men  have  felt, 
and  still  feel,  much  aggrieved,  and  have  been 
to  some  extent  alienated  from  the  church  by 
what  they  regard  as  a  departuro  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  from  the  letter  and  spirit  of 
Article  IV,  Chapter  XXXI,  of  our  Confession 
of  Faith,  which  reads  as  follows:  'Synods 
and  Councils  are  to  handle  or  conclude  noth- 
ing but  what  is  ecclesiastical ;  and  not  to  in- 
termeddle with  civil  affairs  which  concern  the 
Commonwealth,  unless  by  way  of  humble 
petition  in  cases  extraordinary  ;  or  by  way  of 
advice  for  satisfaction  of  conscience,  if  thcy 
be  thereunto  required  by  the  civil  magis- 
trates;' and  ai  that  connection  in  the  minds 
of  brethren,  stands  greatly  iu  the  way  of  har- 
mony and  unity  which  we  are  striving  after 
and  earnestly  desire,  we  implore  the  General 
Assembly  to  adopt  a  minute  declaring  that  if 
any  of  the  past  deliverances  of  the  Oeneral  As- 
sembly are  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with 
said  article  of  the  Confession  of  Faith,  they 
are  disapproved  by  this  General  Assembly. 

"The  deplorable  division  in  our  chart  lies 
in  Kentucky,  which  has  resulted  in  the  for- 
mation of  two  Synods  in  the  place  of  one,  and 
twelve  Presbyteries  out  of  the  six  previous  y 
existing,  having  been  caused,  in  our  opinion, 
at  least  in  part,  by  tho  order  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  lf<Ct',  popularly  known  as  the 
1  Ipso  facto'  Order,  whereby  many  able  and 
faithful  ministers  of  the  word  were  separated 
from  ecclesiastical  connection  with  tho  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  without  having  designed  or 
desired  such  separation,  we  respectfully  sug- 
gest, as  the  best  practical  remedy  that  occurs 
to  us  for  that  unhappy  result,  that  you  will 
pass  an  order  directing  that  the  several  Pres- 
byteries in  Kentucky  shall  meet  at  the  times 
and  places  to  be  designated  by  the  General 
Assembly,  and  organize  by  appointing  the 
oldest  Minister  present  Moderator,  and  that 
the  names  of  the  ministers  and  delegates  of 
churches  present  at  these  meetings  shall  be 
enrolled  as  members  of  the  Presbyteries  sev- 
erally ;  and  providing  that  the  six  Presbyteries 
thus  organized  shall  constitute  the  Syu.j.i  of 
Kentucky  in  connection  with  the  General  As- 
sembly, aud  provided  that  the  Synod  thus 
constituted,  shall  meet  at  a  given  time  and 
place  to  be  named  by  the  Assembly,  and  or 
gani/.ed  by  appointing  the  oldest  Minister 
present  Moderator.''

Brethren,  this  memorial  indicates  to  you 
the  measures  which,  ia  our  judgment,  are 
required  by  the  exigencies  of  the  case;  and'13 
presented  in  confident  expectation  that  it 
will  be  your  pleasure  to  adopt  the  suggestions 
containod  thoroin,  or  something  of  similar 
import,  which  will  secure  to  us  the  relief  we 
are  seeking. 

And  our  prayer  is  that,  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  of  our  blessed  Savior, 
you  may  be  led  to  the  adoption  of  such  action 
as  shall  result  in  restoration  to  unity,  peace 
and  parity  of  our  divided,  districted,  and  dis- 
tressed Church.

Cattle  Poisoning.—  Some  weeks  since  James 
Davis,  a  farmer  in  the  Lewisburg  precinct  of 
this  county,  hired  as  a  farm  hand  a  man 
named  John  Tuiulinsou,  who  had  lived  in 
Ohio  about  four  miles  back  of  Aberdeen. 
After  Tumlinsor.  had  been  working  for  Mr. 
Davis  for  some  days,  he  went  among  his 
cattle  and  in  pure  wantonness  cut  off  the  tails 
of  several  of  the  finest  of  the  lot.  Being 
charged  with  the  deed  he  admitted  his  guilt 
and  was  at  once  paid  off  and  discharged  by- 
Mr.  Davis,  with  the  advice  to  desist  from  such 
senseless  tricks  in  the  future.  When  ho  left 
he  was  heard  to  threaten  ver.geauce  on  Mr. 
Davis  in  case  he  told  any  one  of  his  ra«ca!ly 
conduct.  Some  days  afterward  several  of 
Mr.  Davis'  finest  steers  died  suddenly,  and 
upon  opening  them  unmistakable  signs  of  ar- 
senic were  discovered  in  their  stomachs. 
Suspecting  Tumlinson  of  the  deed,  and  yet 
having  no  proof  against  him  beyond  his 
threats,  Mr.  Davis  at  once  lodged  a  complaint 
against  him  for  cutting  off  the  tails  of  the 
cattle.  He  was  arrested  on  this  charge,  and 
held  to  bail  to  answer  at  the  Circuit  Court, 
and  was  bailed  by  his  friends.  Afterwards 
he  approached  Mr.  Davis  and  promised  to 
confess  all  that  he  had  done  if  Mr.  Davis 
would  not  prosecute  him  far  felony  on  the 
( -barge  of  cattle  poisoning:.  To  this  the  latter 
assented  on  condition  thai  Tumlinson  would 
leave  the  State  and  not  aa/ain  come  within 
fifiy  miles  of  Maysville.  In  the  presence  ol 
Wm.  T.  Lim'.sey,  a  magistrate,  and  others, 
th»>  man  then  confessed  that  hv  had  shaved 
off  the  tails  of  the  cattle;  and  that  he  had 
also  bought  fifteen  cents  worth  of  arsenic  from 
the  firm  of  J.  f.  Wood  A'  Brother,  in  Mays 
yille,  which  he  mixed  in  meal,  left  the  house 
at  which  he  was  staying  at  midnight,  walked 
to  Mr.  Davis'  farm,  gave  it  to  the  cattle  and 
returned  without  h::i  host  knowing  that  he 
hud  left  his  bed.  He  has  since  left  the  State, 
never,  we  hope,  to  return  on  such  errands.

Jefferson  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Affirmed, 
February  22,  ISC.'.i,  Williams,  J.  C. 

The  appellee*  recovered  a  judgement  for 
$1,800  against  Periett,  the  keeper  of  a  faro 
bank,  nt  which  the  son  of  Crouch  lost,  and 
paid  $iil*0.  Perretl  lias  appealed,  insisting 
that  the  act  of  March  2,  IFf.O,  Myer  s  Supple- 
ment, ll'.l,  repealed  Section  4,  Cheapter  12, 
Ree.  Stat,  which  authorized  such  suits. 

Held— That  the  judgement  was  right. 

Ski  rioN  X,  Chapter  12,  Rev.  Stat.,  is  repeal- 
ed by  said  act  of  March  2,  lSt',0,  ao  far  as  a 
portion  of  the  fine  goes  to  the  prosecutor. 
But  by  Section  -f ,  Chapter  12,  the  exclusive 
right  of  recovering  money  lost  by  gaming  to 
the  loser  or  his  creditor  for  six  months,  and 
to  any  one  who  might  sue  after  six  months, 
with  a  right  of  recovering  treble  the  amount 
lost.  This  conferred  a  right  of  action,  and 
right  of  recovery  on  any  one  who  might  sue  if 
the  loser  or  his  creditors  did  not  within  six 
months,  all  of  which  went  to  the  benefit  of 
the  person  bringing  the  action.  This  section 
did  not  secure  a  portiou  of  the  forfeiture  or 
penalty  to  the  prosecutor  or  informer,  but 
gave  the  whole  recovery  to  the  plaintiff  who 
should  bring  the  action.  This  private  right 
of  recovery  was  not  repealed  by  the  act  of 
March  2,  18G0. 

That  the  plaintiff's  counsel,  in  closing  the 
argument,  stated  to  the  jury  that  a:i  a  fornjer 
trial  eleven  ol  the  jury  wer*  for  Oie  plaintiff, 
and  the  other  interested  in  a  faro  bask,  with- 
out, tin*  sanction  of  an  oath,  and  when  the 
appellant  tould  not.  offer  opposing  evidence, 
was  reprehensible,  unjustifiable,  and  improper 
But  as  the  court  interposed,  and  the  counsel 
withdrew  the  statement,  and  the  evidence  sjf 
the  sworn  witnesses  shows  that  the  verdict 
was  right,  it  iH  not  sufficient  to  reverse  the 
judgment.  Though  if  there  were  doubt  as  to 
the  evidence  justifying  the  verdict,  a  new 
trial  would  be  ordered. 

As  the  evidence  shows  that  "six  hundred 
dollars'  were  lost,  the  verdict  for  "dollar*" 
was  not  erroneous.

Kilty  and  asked  if  he  was  satisfied.  The  lat- 
ter replied  that  he  would  be  satisfied  if  Gree- 
ley would  apologize  for  the  insult  offered  to 
his  sister  and  not  otherwise.

This 
the  referee  declined  to  permit,  and  thus  the 
battle  terminated.  Kilty  showed  the  most 
punishment  in  his  face,  his  proboscis  being 
swollen  and  one  of  his  peepers  badly  blacked, 
but  the  spectators  think  he  got  much  the  best 
of  the  fight,  as  Greeley  was  exhausted  from 
severe  blows  received  in  his  ribs  Kilty  re 
marked  on  leaving  the  ground  that  he  was 
not  satisfied  aud  that,  the  affair  was  not  yet 
ended.

At  noon  yesterday,  the  grand  jury  of  Judge 
Burnham's  court  presented, among  others  the 
following  true  bill  against  James  Grant,  for 
the  murder  of  H.  Rives  Pollard : 

"  Virginia — City  of  Richmond,  to  wit 

"In  the  Court  of  Husting  for  the  city  of 
Richmond,  held  by  the  Judge  thereof ; 

"The  grand  jurors  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Virginia  in  and  for  the  city  of  Richmond, 
duly  summoned  to  attend  the  Court  of  Hust- 
ings, for  the  city  of  Richmond,  held  by  the 
Judge  thereof,  upon  their  oath*  present  that 
James  P.  Grant,  on  the  24th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  at  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  court,  in  and  upon  ths 
body  of  Henry  Rives  Pollard,  in  the  peace  of 
said  Commonwealth,  then  and  there  being, 
feloniously,  wilfully,  and  of  his  malice  afore- 
thought, did  make  an  assault,  and  that  the 
said  James  P.  Grant,  with  a  certain  doable- 
barreled  gun,  then  and  there  charged  with 
gunpowder  and  divers  leadeu  missiles,  com- 
monly called  buckshot,  which  said  double- 
barreled  gun  he,  the  said  James  P  Grant,  in 
his  right  hand  then  aud  there  had  and  held, 
then  and  there  ferociously,  wilfully,  and  of 
his  malice  aforethought,  discharged  and  shot 
off  to,  against,  and  upon  the  said  Henry 
Rives  Pollard,  and  that  the  said  James  P 
Grant,  with  the  divers  leaden  missiles,  com- 
monly called  buckshot,  aforesaid  James  P 
Grant  discharged  and  shot  off  as  aforesaid, 
then  and  there  ferocoionsly,  wilfully,  and  of

by  their  predecessors, 

The  one  is  a  Chinamen  and  the  other  a  negro.

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Ifssari  Editor* — Seeing  so  many  way  of 
wi  atari  af  beat,  and  with  so  nfVich  loss  to  the 
be*  keeper.  I  will  introduce  a  plan  that  I  can 
raeoasatend.  it  baring  proved  successful  with 
me  for  five  years  past.  A  cellar  or  honse  is 
built  on  a  foundation  bj  digging  a  trench  18 
iadaaa  das-p,  filling  this  with  small  stones  and 
laving  on  these  atones  a  wall  in  lime  mortar, 
18  inches  high  and  2  feet  wide.  The  sills  on 
1  are  Bby  12  inches:  then  they  are 
to  16  inches  wide  The  highest 
from  ground  to  beam  is  8  feet.  The  building 
is  doable  boarded  on  the  outside,  and  studded 
up  oa  the  inside,  leaving  a  space  If.  inches  in 
tha  clear;  after  lining  it  up  on  the  inside, 
this  apase  is  filled  with  saw-dust,  making  in 
boards  and  saw-dust  a  19-inch  wall. 

In  this  room  there  are  three  ventilators  4 
inches  square,  placed  just  above  the  sills,  and 
one  in  taw  top  2  feet  square ;  this  one  on  top 
is  kapt  open  through  the  winter  for  impure  air 
to  pass  off.  When  this  house  is  to  be  filled,  I 
commence  on  one  side,  and  if  old  square  box 
hivas  are  used  (of  which  I  have  some)  lay 
thee  down  on  the  front  side,  t  e,  where  the 
bees  pass  out  and  in ;  this  is  to  allow  all  filth 
to  fall  down  next  to  the  holes,  so  that  it  can 
ha  cleaned  out  more  readily  by  the  bees  in  the 
spring,  when  taken  out  to  fly.  When  once 
around  place  others  on  top  of  the  first  row, 
with  the  month  of  the  hive  in  an  opposite 
direction,  to  keep  the  bees  from  mixing. 
Frame  hives  I  set  in  a  single  form,  with  top

This  building  is  in  the  yard,  so  that  it  will 
be  bandy.  I  have  put  100  swarms  in  such  a 
room,  bat  it  is  rather  small  for  that  number  ; 
7  j  is  about  right  The  question  raiy  be  asked, 
what  is  done  with  the  room  above?  This  is 
used  for  a  shop  to  work  in,  which  every  man 
that  keeps  bees  must  have.  This  is  a  nice 
place,  the  door  facing  the  bees  in  summer 
The  height  of  the  posts  is  1 1  feet,  making  plen 
ty  of  room  overhead  to  work. 

My  bee  friends  are  aware  that  more  bees 
are  lost  in  wintering  than  in  all  other  ways. 
In  recommending  this  building,  I  would  say 
to  those  who  have  a  good  cellar  with  plenty 
of  room  for  their  bees,  use  it,  for  there  is  no 
better  place  But  there  are  so  few  who  have 
a  good  cellar,  I  recommend  this  plan — and  it 
is  so  handy  too ;  the  cellar  is  generally  som" 
distance  off,  aud  going  down  and  up  stairs  is 
hard  work.

I_AYCR!N<;  ROSE* 

I  noticed  in  last  week's  Country  Gentleman, 
a  correspondent  aiks  for  information  about 
layering  roses,  and  in  reply  you  state  all  that 
is  necessary  is  to  lay  the  shoots  under  the  atil, 
the  same  as  is  done  with  grape-vines,  ami  that 
in  time  they  will  root  In  layering  roses,  it  is 
lar  better  to  nick  each  shoot  before  layering, 
which  is  done  by  taking  a  sharp  knife  and 
making  a  slanting  cut  one  inch  or  so  long  up- 
wards from  the  place  of  beginning,  about  half 
severing  the  shoot  This  cut  should  be  made 
at  the  exact  central  point  where  the  shoot  lies 
under  the  ground  The  action  of  bending  the 
came  causes  the  part  cat  (the  tongue  j  to  pro- 
ject downwards  in  a  straight  line  from  the 
part  of  the  shoot  layered.  Pretty 
icallosing,  and  soon  after 
so  that  in  one  summer  the  free 
kinds  will  make  ample  roots  to  take  care  of 
themselves  after,  while  even  with  the  most 
difficult — and  there  are  a  few  roses  quite  diffi- 
cult of  rooting  bv  layers — sufficient  will  have 
started  to  make  it  reasonably  certain  of  sue- 
I  ese 

There  is  no  more  certain  way  for  amateurs 
to  increase  roses,  many  kinds  of  shrubs,  and

Especially  is  this  true  in  a  soil  that 
If  the  soil  should  hap- 
pen to  be  qnite  destitute  of  sand,  as  a  stiff, 
clayey  soil,  for  example,  it  might  be  well  to 
aid  matters  a  little  by  adding  some  sand  to 
the  soil  around  the  plant,  and  if  this  is  not 
available,  the  next  best  thing  is  the  decayed 
vegetable  matter  from  the  woods  The  latter 
material  will  indeed  answer  quite  well  alone.

TIMt  TO  Cl'T  TIMBER. 

It  is  now  some  twenty  years  since  we  first 
urged  the  importance  of  seasoning  timber  as 
speedily  as  possible  after  cutting,  to  insure 
its  durability  ,  and,  as  a  consequence,  recom 
part  of  summer 
being  rapid 
in  the  warm  air  and  under  the  hot  sun.  We 
gave  at  that  time  examples  where  timber  cut. 
and  split  or  sawed  immediately  after  cutting, 
lasted  twice  as  long  as  when  cut  in  winter, 
and  allowed  to  season  slowly,  and  at  a  time 
when  it  is  apt  to  become  asp  rotten  to  some 
a* agree  before  the  seasoning  process  can  be 
perfected.  We  are  glad  to  see  corroborative 
evidence  coming  in  from  all  quarters  in  proof 
of  the  correctness  of  this  position.  In  the 
proceedings  of  the  Alton  Horticultural  Socie- 
ty of  a  late  date,  we  are  informed  that  Dr. 
(hibited  samples  of  timber  cut  at  dif- 
nting  for 


is  convinced  that  from  the  10th  of  July 
to  the  first  of  August  is  the  best  time  to  cut 
timber.  Mr.  Sidway  remarked  at  the  same 
meeting  that  he  commenced  many  years  ago

«0fQft  urban  timber  for  rails  bad  the  bark 
off  so  as  to  season  rapidly,  it,  lasted 
longer.
